One-third of tuberculosis pateints leave hospitals before 
they are cured, a recent study by the New York Tuberculosis 
and Health Association shows. 

Patients usually leave because of personal reasons or dis- 

satisfaction with their progress, the doctors claim. 

If the patients stayed in hospital longer their own chances 
of permanent recovery would be better and also they would 
not infect susce pubs people, the study said.
